CONSENT PERMANENT INJUNCTION AND FINAL JUDGMENT 



The parties have compromised and settled all differences heretofore existing between 
them, and as part of that settlement, the parties have agreed to the entry of this Consent 
Permanent Injunction and Final Judgment. 

Accordingly, it is ORDERED: 

1 . The Court has jurisdiction over the subject matter and the parties. 

2. Plaintiff, MidSouth Metal Products, Inc. ("Plaintiff), owns all right, title and 
interest in and to U.S. Patent 6,279,289, which is entitled "Metal Framing 
System" (the "Patent") and is in full force and effect. 

3. Plaintiff has alleged in the Complaint filed herein that certain of Defendant's, 
O.D. Funk Manufacturing, Inc. ("Defendant"), products, consisting of four-sided 
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metal tubing with reduced ends, infringe the Patent. Said products (the "Accused 
Products") are identified in Exhibit 1 hereto, which is made a part hereof for all 
purposes. 

4. Defendant, its officers, directors, agents, servants and employees and those 
persons in active concert or participation with them who receive actual notice of 
this order be, and they hereby are, permanently enjoined from directly or 
indirectly making, using, offering to sell, selling or importing into the United 
States: (a) the Accused Products, (b) any product comprised of four-sided metal 
tubing with reduced ends used for framing any of the structures disclosed in the 
subsisting claims in the Patent, and (c) any other products which infringe the 
Patent literally or under the doctrine of equivalents. This injunction shall remain 
in effect until the expiration of the Patent. 

5. The Court shall retain jurisdiction over this matter and the parties for purposes of 
enforcement of the permanent injunction provisions of this Consent Permanent 
Injunction and Final Judgment. 

6. All claims and defenses set forth in the Complaint and the Answer and 
Counterclaim to the Complaint are hereby dismissed with prejudice, with each 
party to bear its respective costs and attorneys' fees.
